Announcement of the Death of Representa- 
tive Moffatt. 


WASHINGTON, December 22.—When the 
house met today the desk recently occupied by 
Mr. Moffatt, of Michigan, who died in Provi- 
dence hospital this morning, was draped in 
emblems of mourning and decked with flowers.

The still was not of the usual ‘‘caldron 
make, but was a long copper pipe resting on 
some rocks, in which the beer was boiled for 
the purpose of distillation. A twenty-five

rrel of water at the other. and the still was 
WORKING IN FULL BLAST, 
when the officers ran upon it at high noon. 
The distillers were not very badly disconcert- 
ed, and the officers had no trouble in persuad- 
ing them to paya visitto Macon. —

In the absence of the recorder, Mayor Price 
being disqualified at present, we ask you to in- 
vestigate the matter.” 

Mayor Price then came forward. looking 
rather nervous, and Attorney Patterson said:

‘THE W.B. LOWE LIEN BOUGHT UP 


Some Sharp Work Whereby the Augusta 
and Chattanvoga Men Avoid 
Trouble. 


Avousta, Ga., December 22.—{Special.}-- 
The sensation of the hour in Augusta is the 
purchase, by Major T. P. Branch, of the $90,- 
000 lien held by Messrs W. B. Lowe & Co., 
against the Augusta and Chattanooga railroad, 
and it will create a still greater sensation 
when it becomes generally known that rumor 
says Major Branch purchased the lien as the 
agent of the road, which fact Messrs Lowe & 
Co. were not aware of at the time. 

The true standing and recent developments|in 
the road may be symmed up as follows, which 
is current rumortoday: It is a well known 
fact that the affairs of the Augusta and Chat- 
tanooga railroad have, for some time, been ver- 
ily mixed, and many feared and still fear that 
the road will never be constructed, that is, by 
the present owners. Messrs W. B. Lowe & 
Co; had the contract for grading the road, but 
upon not receiving the full amount due them 
and not seeing their way clear to receive the 


same, removed their force from the road and 


filed a suit for $30,000 due them on the work. 
The road then tried to bluff them off by 
filing a counter suit for $300,000 alleged dam- 


ages. Thus the matter stood until yesterday, — 


when Major Branch, Hon. Alfred Baker and 
Captain W. B. Young, the financial men of 
the road, were observed in close consultation, 
and it is rumored the two latter then appoint- 
ed Major Branch financial agent of the road. 
This was, however. kept a secret, and Major 
Branch approached Mr. Bondurant, of the 
firmof W. B. Lowe & Co., in regard to 
purchasing hijs lien. It was further stated 
that Messrs. Bondurant and Branch met at the 
latter’s honse at 8 o’clock this morning. and 
closed the bargain ata nominal figure, about 
$15,000. The attorneys, Messrs. Leonard 
Phinizy and Twiggs and Verdery, drew up 
the papers, and Major Branch lefton the 9 
o’clock train for New York. On the seat with 
him were observed some of the principal books 
of the railroad company, and it is said he has 
gone to New York for the purpose of raising 
sufficient money to build the road. It was 
also agreed to dismiss the $300,000 suit pend- 
ing against Messrs. W. B. Lowe & Co. 

The lien was transferred to T. P. Branch 
personally, and there is no doubt of his mak- 
ing a good thing out of it. 

Tonight if comes to light that Mr. Jopling, 
another member of the firm of W. B. Lowe & 
Co., refuses to agree to the sale, stating that 
the figures are too low. It is, however, pro 
ble that satisfactory terms can be made as soon 
as Major Branch can be communicated 
with. The attorneys wil] get big fees for their 
work, but itis evident that Messrs, Baker, 
Young and Branch will not get left.

EDWARD ATKINSON'S REPORT. 


He*Gives His Observations on a Bimetalic 
Standard, 

Wasutneton, December 21.—The president 
today transmitted to congress the report of 
Edward Atkinson, of Massachusetts, who he 
Says “was specially} designated by me under 
provisious of successive acts of con to visit 
hé financial centers of Europe, in order to 
ascertain the feasibility of establishing, by 
international standard, a fixity of ratio 
tween thetwo precious metals, in the free 
coinage of both.’’ Mr. Atkinson's report, with 
its appendices, makes a yolume of pages. 
He summarizés the results of his inquiries un- 
der four heads, as follows: 3 

2. There is no p t of any change in the pres- 
ent monetary system of the Enropean states which 
can modify or {nflnenceithe financial policy of the 
United Sates at the pr t time.

fr. Atkinson’s most important conclusion 
from his observations is, that it would be un- 
wise and inexpedient for the United States 
again to take the iniative in promoting action 
for the general adoption of a bi-metallic legal 
tender, coupled with the free coinage of silver, 
for the reason that such action is misconstruct- 
ed and may tend to retard, rather than to pro- 
mote, the object aimed at. 

The exact status of the question, Mr. Atkinson 
continued, “is as follows; What is known as the 
bi-metallic theory of coinage and legal tender nia 
be said to be adheredto in ger a by France an< 
by other members oftho Latin union, but free coin- 
age of silver cannot be resumed without the con- 
currence of Germany. Spain, whieh does mot be- 
long to the Latin unfon, continued the free coinage 
of silver until a quite receut period, but bas been 
compelled to cease by the constant drain of gold. 
Holland, as I am informer. waits events under the 
acts, which will enable her authoritie; to matntain 
a gold standard without future legislation, ifit should 
be imperiled. Theré issome apparent difficulty in 
France, but not much, in maintaining the present 
large volume of silver coin, which is of full legal 
tender substantially at pir in the gold. The vol- 
ume of this currency is iarge, but the habits of the 
people of the Latin union, especially of France, 
render the very large volume of actual money"n 
circulation an absolute necessity, much larger, per 
capita, as compared with the amount fn other great 
commereial and manufacturing countries: Personal 
credit is yery iimited; the use of checks, even for the 
permeny of considerable sums, such as the rent of 
10uses, Or apartments in Paris, is almost unknown, 
Daily purchases @f the means of subsistence 
are id for in money, and great sums are 
hoarded, The payment of s6 much of the indemni- 
ty required from France by Germany, after the 
Franco-Prussian war, as was paid in actual coin, is 
assumed to be almost wholly derived from the 
hoards of coin previously held by the people, who 
then subscribed in suchample measure for rentes. 
Hence, silver coin keepsin circulation, or is hoard- 
ed, while the banks and bankersof France are sus- 
tained by a very large reserve of cotd that is the 
strong minority of the able men in France, how- 
ever, who advocate the maintenance ofa single 
standard of legal tendér in gold coin only. 

Germany cannot, or will nof, take up the consid- 
ération of any change in her present acts without 
the concurrence of Great Britain. The discussio 
of the theory of by-metallism is actively cont nuec 
in an academical manner by the proiessors of er 
universities, but in March last, at a convention of 
delegates, the various chambers of commerce, which 
aré very important representative bodies, declared 
— any change in the existing acts by a vote of 
71 to 4, 

Great Britain awaits.a report, or reports, of the 
royal commission of gold and silver, which has ad- 
journed until the antumn or winter, after the ex- 
amination of sundry witnesses, whose testimony 
has been published, * * * 

it, therefore, follows that @ long as the present 
coinage of the silver dollar of the United States is 
continued, no proposition for a bi-metallic treaty 
for the full tender of silver coin, can be entertaine 
-bg.the EG:opean states, since they will. not .con- 
sider, under any circumstance, a proposition for the 
re-coinage of their own silv@rin order to adjust it 
to the standard of the United States. * * * 

In fact the United States by maintaining the pres- 
ent standard dollar, virtually declares to tie pubtiic 
that it requires sixteen cunces of silver to be equal 
to one ounce of gola. The United States, therefore, 
to that extent, discredit and depreciate silver bul- 
lion below the standard formerly in force among 
Eur pean nations who coined only fifteen and one 
balf ounces of silver as the equivalent of one ounce 
of gold. The present act of congress in the United 
States, therefore, depreciates silver as compared. to 
the European and East Indian standard.

cial.}-—A largeenthusiastic meeting of citizens 
of Montgomery was held tonight to consider 
matters in reference to booming the town. 
After a lengthy discussion it was resolved to 
organize a company under the name of the 
Montgomery Manufacturing and Industrial 
Aid association, with a capital of one million 
dollars, shares fifty dollars each, payable in 
installments. A plan of operation was adopted, 
and committees appointed to proceed at once 
canvassing. It is proposed to offer every 
month five or teh thousand dollars to manu- 
facturing enterprises to be established in or 
adjacént to the city and extend substantial aid 
to all industries which desire to come to Mont- 
gomery. Advertisements will be made from 
time to time of the inducement which will be 
extended to northern and western manufac- 
turers.

It is very queer how some of our esteemed 
contemporaries at the north persist in mis- 
understanding what they are pleased to term 
the southern situation. Here, for instance, 
is the Boston Journal, a well-informed and 
well edited paper—a paper which interests 
us in spite of the fact that we are compelled

We are now having a repetition of this 
dismal business. We are told that prepara- 
tions are going on for the introduction of 
new issues in the south by orators who are 
trained to perform onthe stump; but this 
is as far as the matter will go. It is all talk. 
When the time comes, the republicans will 
need all their orators at thé north, and they 
will strive with all their might to show that 
the white people of the south are trying to 
trample the poor negroes in the dust. 

In the second place, there is an issue of 
much more importance to the south than 
the question of free trade or protection. It 
isan issue which the republican editors at

We have been compelled 
to maintain standing armies there, and the 
United States courts have found it difficult 
to assert and enforce their authority. | 

So much for the past. As a state Utah 
would be practically free and independent. 
It is true that she has framed a constitution 
prohibiting polygamy. This, however, is a 
mere bid for admission into the union. 
Once a state, Utah would throw her consti- 
tution to the winds and make another. 
Polygamy, if not actually legalized, would 
be tolerated, and the laws against, if any 
were suffered to remain on the statute book, 
would be inoperative, 

We have now waged an active fight 
against the Mormons for forty years, and at 
present we are masters of the situation, 
But if we allow this territory to become a 
state all that we have gained will go for 
nothing. The federal government will be 
powerless to interfere, and its polygamous 
enemies will have it all their own way. 

These matters should be seriously consid- 
ered before congress disposes of the Utah | 
question. Shall we abandon the fight | 
against polygamy? ‘This is the sum and 
substance of the question. :

A Crank’s Big Scheme. 

Senator Ingalls, at the request of a 
Brooklyn man, has laid before the senate a 
remarkable bill. 

The bill proyides that the government 
shall smash the hewspaper business of the 
country by publishing official journals in 
every city and town. These government 
newspapers are to charge five cents a line 
for advertising. The postmasters will be 
required to act as agents, and each district 
attorney will be responsible for the conduct 
of the press in his district. 

The author of the bill complains that the 
private proprietorship of the press is an in-— 
dividual dynasty. He says that newspapers 
are unfair and tyrannical. They control 
everything, and even try offenders before 
the courts investigate their cases. 

The Brooklyn citizen, in a petition ac- 
companying his bill, argues that if it is 
right for the government to carry the mails 
and establish a postal telegraph, it is right 
for it to publish what he calls the United 
States Mail Press. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to say that Sen- 
ator Ingalls is not committed to the cham- 
pionship of the bill. He merely presented it, 
and it was then referred to the committee 
on education and labor, where it will doubt- 
less be summarily disposed of.

First Battle of Murfreesboro, Tenn. 

Lavonia, Texas, December 18.—Editors 
Constitution—This batile Occurred July 13th, 1362. 
Nearly all the histories, that I have seen, bearing 
upon the late “War between the states” makes not 
even a passing allusion to this battle, while scores 
of less tmportant events are gravely ebronicled for 
future generations! Why is this? Surely it wasone 
of the most gallant cavalry fights of the war? 

After a forced march of perhaps forty miles, dur- 
ing the preceding night, about daylight on July 
18th, 1862, General N. B. Forrest surprised, and after 
an obstinate fight, captured the federal garrison at 
Murfreesboro, Tenn.; theentire garrison, except two 
companies of Kentucky cavalry. The battery “‘fly- 
ing artillery” held out stubbornly until about 3 p. 
m. General Forrest captured more infantry than 
he hed men in his own command all their accounts- 
ments, baggage wagons, ambulances, supplies, and 
two brigadier generals; and conveyed the whole 
safely to the rear. The new brick courthouse, with 
its yard surrounded by a strong brick wall, 
was held bygthe provost! marshal’s guard. One of 
the most daring cavalry dishes of the war was 
that made by en ae * * 47) when he charged 
upon that courthouse and captured the entire 
guard, witha company of less than half as many 
men as constituted that are. 

As another result of his brilliant victory, more 
than than two score, so-called, ‘‘state prisoners” 
were released from durance vile. Amo them 
were some ofthe worthiest eitizens of Rutherford 
county, arrested and thrown into prison “without 
charge;” the only pretext, ‘‘to break the spirit of

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A Toy that Children Have Played with 
[Since the Days of Moses. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 

Dolls have amused the world for ages and 
scem to have been well known inthe days of the 
Pharaohs; for, in the tombs of ancient Egypt, figures 
of painted wood, of terra cotta, of ivory, and of rags 
have been found whcse limbs were made movable 
for the délight of children. It is quite probable that 
Pharaoh’s daughter threw aside a mimic child for 
the real baby which she found in the famous bulrush 
basket. In the tombs of Etrura--by the way, where wa. 
Etruria’—similar toys have been discovered; they 
were spreadin theeast andin China, as well as in 
India, movable figures were mae to act from time 
immemorial by hand and on strings or as shadows 
bebind a curtain. The ancient Greets were experts 
in the manufacture of puppets, including wax dolls, 
and several of their poets eliude to the offerings of 
dolls to Artemis and Aphrodite made by maidens 
before their marriage. ‘ 

Pictures of two of these crude efforts at doll 
making are given. They show that little girls have 
always had the same girl nature they now have and 
that older people have always tried to pleas @.d 
satisfy it in the same way. 

The puppets, originally intended to gratify 
children, ended in being a diversion for adults, and 
puppet shows attract.d a due amount of attention 
in the middle ages, arriving at such a perfection in 
the sixteenth century that their performances 
rivaled in attraction those of living actors. Puppet 
shows became exceedingly popular in England in 
the easly part of the last century, but none 
more so than those conducted by Rob- 
ert Powell, whose performances were not 
restricted to London, but were given in the reason 
at Bath, at Oxford and other places. In London 
Powell's pupy et show was set up under the piazza at 
Covent Garden. Stezle humorously announced 
one of these performances by saying that Powell 
would gratify the town with the performance of 
his drama on the story of the “‘Chaste fusannah,”’ 
“which would be graced by the addition of two new 
elders.”’ 

Whether or not any dolls were brought over by 
the Puritans, who landed at Plymouth Rock, we 
do notknow. There are said to have teen some 
brought in the Mayflower, and possibly the claim 
is true, for you know the good ship sailed from 
a Dutch port, and Dutch children have for cen- 
turies had the best dolls the world affords. 

There was a time when there was no fashion 
journals, just as there wasatime when there were 
no newspapers or magizines of any sort. The 
French people then, as now, originated most of the 
ladies’ fashions forall the world, and, as they had 
no way of making pictures of their new styles on 
papers to {describe them in, they made 
up dolls in the latest French fashions and 
These poupees, as 
the French called them, were thought of so much 
importance in England that they were allowed to 
beimported without hi:nd-2e:¢2, even in time of 
war. These dolls not only showed the cut of the 
costumes, but also reproduced faithfully th> ma- 
terials and trimmings. Some of them were brought 
into Pennsylyania and Virginia in early times, and 
set the fashion for our great-grandmother’s styles 
in dress. 

The French poupee still maintains its superiority 
in the doll world. Noteven the most fashionable 
American emporium can display dolls of home 
manufacture equaling in pinkness of complexicn, 
in wealth of lace, flounces and frilleries, the dolls 
exhibited in Paris. In the manufacture of small 
porcelain dolls, arrayed as brid +s, babies, shepherd- 
esses, beadies and gendarmes, the French are also 
wonderfully skilful. The more expensive dolls, ar- 
rayed in the latest fashions, come,in many in- 
stances, from Paris, but there are professional and 
amateur doll dressers enough in England who can 
successfully compete with the Freneh. Most of the 
best dolls in this country, however, do not come 
from England, for we hardly look to the Engli-h 
for our styles, but from France and Germany. 

The latter country is famous for the manufacture 
of toys and dolls, and the small town of Son:neberg, 
in the Thuringian fofest, alone produces articles for 
the amusement of children to the value of $150,000 
yearly, and enough to ‘fill the toy shops ‘of every 
quarter of the globe, The different processes in the 
manufacture of wax doliscan there be seen from 
beginning to end, and are partly illustrated in this 
article. German ladies are also expert doll dressers, 
and there is a yearly Christmas exhibition of dolis 
at Berlin. <A great deal is made of this Berlin doll 
exhib'tion, and society turns out in large numbers 
to patronize if, 

There are whole towns in Germany that do little 
else but make dolls for American children. They 
are mostly simple country folk. They get small pay 
for making eyen an excellent doll, Lut it must be 
remembered that their wants are few. . German 
people do not stir about as much as Americans, and 
it is the trayelling and the dresses to travel in and 
appear in ‘style’ before the world that cost. Eng- 
lish ehiidren buy almost $1,000,000 worth of dolls 
from Freneb and German do'l makers, while the 
Ameriedn children, not quite all in dolis, however, 
buy Gouble that many dollars’ worth every year. 
American money paid out for dolls, makes many 
happy homes among the poor people of France and 
Germany at Christmas time.

His Wife of Two Boys—Some Interest- 
ing Points--The Decision.

being persons of high standing in the commu- 
nity. The petitioner was George E. Hoppie_ 
and the respondent was, his wife. The suit 
was fdr thé possedsidn of two bright and pretty 
boys—CGeorge E. Hoppie, Jr., and Butler Hop- 
pie, respecti¥ely five'ahd two years of age. 

+ The ordinary'’s office: was filled with the 
friew@s.of the parties, ami, great interest was 
takén in the proceedjngs. 

Colener THromas P: Westmoreland was the 
counsel for Mrs. Hoppie, and Mr. James L 
‘Mayson appeared for Mr. Hoppie,. 

Mrs. KE. C. Butler, the respondent’s mother, 
was by he? ide al) the time, and the two boys 


sat near them. 

The petitioner sought to recover possession 
of the childten and made several averments 
in his  pétition: He clamed that he 
should. have «the custody of the boys 
because .their mother was not in a 
posifion to rear them properly; that he was 
abundajitly able to care for and mise them; 
that Mrs. Hoppie-was subjected to certain in- 
fluences which..would .make it impossible to 

stevent the children from becoming idle and 
dissolute. These grounds were strongly set 
forth. 

The respondent controverted the petitioner’s 
allegations. She made counter-charges against 
her shad some of a serious nature. Amon ng 
other things she accused Mr. Hoppie of ma 
treating her. She claimed that he was cruel 
and his heartlessness went so far that he fre- 
quently struck here Another charge was that 
he had offered to allow her to keep the chil- 
dren éf she would give him $3,000. She went 
on tosay that he was not a fit custodian for the 
little ones, being a man of violent temper and 
devid of religious convictions. 

Mr. Mayson’s first effort was to establish his 
client’s good reputation. He swore Judge 
Strong, Mr. M. M. Welch, Mr. Paul Romare 
and several others, who concurred in the 
opinion that Mr. Hoppie is a man of excellent 
reputation and is in. every way a proper 
person to rear the children. ‘Some of the wit- 
nesses paid Mr. Hoppie a very high compliment 
for his business capacity. 

Colonel Westmoreland placed Mis. Hoppie 
oh the stand and she made a ciear and full 
statement concerning her marital infelicities. 
She averred that she had been a dutiful wife 
and had done all in her power to discharge 
her duties to her husband. She said that the 
cause of the separation between her and her 
husband was her refusal to indorse a note for 
him. During the past six months she and 1" 
were as strangers, and had not exchan 
word. Previous to thattime there had 
quarrels between them. She professed het 
willingness to make up all differences for the 
sake of the children. Mrs. Hoppie’s statements 
were corroboratedjby several witnesses. 

Mr. Mayson made a few remarks. He ad- 
verted tothe strong vegtimapy which had been 
adduted tn’ behalf of Mr. _ ye, and he coh- 
cluded by making citations o 

Colonel Westmoreland was about to reply to 
Mr, Mayson, when the ordinary intimated that 
he did not. wish to hear anything more, as he 
had made up his mind. Judge Calhoun con- 
tinued: ‘‘Itis always painful to —— a 
case such as this, but my — powers 4 
plain. TI have patiently listened to all the tes- 
timony. Iregard it as my solemn duty to give 
these children to the tender care of their lov- 
ing mother. The petition is refused, and the 
children will remain in Mrs. Hoppie’s possess- 
ion.’ 

This decision was approved by nearly all the 
persons in the office, who manifested that ap- 
proyal by appluse. 

The mother was almost overcome with joy- 
fulemotions as she returned home with her
